Claims 1-12 are currently pending. 

Restriction Requirement 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to method for predicting secondary structure of a 
protein, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

II. Claim 4, drawn to method for identifying an element involved in functional 
adaptation, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

III. Claims 5-7, drawn to method for identifying pairs of protein interacting 
upon physical contact, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

IV. Claim 8, drawn to method for estimating a date of divergence of pair of 
proteins, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

V. Claims 9-12, drawn to method for identifying protein family associated with 
change in physiology in a taxon, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 

reasons: 

Inventions I and V are related as independent and/or patentably distinct methods 
which are not connected in design, operation or effect. These methods have different 
steps and modes of operation, and/or different functions, and/or different effects. 
Further, the methods require non-coextensive searches as a reference teaching one 
method (e.g., method for predicting secondary structure of a protein) will not teach or 
suggest another method (e.g., method for estimating a date of divergence of pair of 
proteins). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
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matter, and the necessity for non-coextensive literature searches restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
